While  we  grow  more  than  800  different  species  of 
Alpine  and  perennial  plants,  from  all  over  th  world  (for 
our  local  trade),  we  list  only  those  we  believe  suited  to 
eastern  gardens.  This  includes  many  plants  from  high 
altitudes,  which  have  been  found  to  behave  very  nicely  at 
sea  level.

While  we  specialize  in  plants  that  are  suitable  for  the 
rock  garden,  we  do  not  nelect  the  old  border  favorites 
and  newer  novelties,  as  well  as  other  subjects  suited  to 
pool-side  planting.

Flowers  you  have  admired  in  rock  gardens  are  often 
even  more  effective  when  used  elsewhere.  They  are  indes- 
pensible  for  edging  walks  and  beds,  and  any  perennial 
border  is  greatly  enhanced  by  a  sprinkling  of  well-chosen 
rock  plants  towards  the  front  of  the  planting,  where 
their  low  growth  and  gay  flowers  give  just  the  needed 
finish. 


THE  SIZE  OF  THE  PLANTS  WE  SHIP 

Our  plants  are  sent  out  at  the  age  and  size  to  give  best 
results  when  transplanted  to  your  garden,  for  instance, 
only  the  new  growth  of  most  spreading,  or  mat-forming 
sorts,  is  sent  out,  while  some  of  the  slow  growing  sorts 
are  three  or  four  years  old  before  they  are  ready  to  ship. 
Tap-rooted  plants,  such  as  Columbine,  Delphinium  and 
Geum  are  grown  from  seed,  and  are  ready  for  sale  after 
being  grown  in  the  field  two  or  three  years. 

Plants  are  listed  alphabetically,  regardless  of  their  uses. 
'An  (R)  designates  those  that  can  be  used  in  the  rock 
garden,  if  so  desired.

ACAENA  Buchianani  (New  Zealand  Burr)  (R) — Lying 
flat  on  the  ground,  this  lacy-leaved  creeper  is  ideal  for 
a  half  shady  spot,  or  in;  the  shade  of  a  large  rock. 

ACHILLEA  Nana  (R) — This  dwarf  silvery-leaved  Yar¬ 
row  is  ideal  for  a  dry  rockery.  White  flower-heads  on 
6  inch  stems. 

A-Sericea  (R) — Yellow  flower-heads  on  12  inch  stems. 
Has  the  longest  blooming  period  of  any  plant  in  our 
rockery. 

A-Tomentosa  (R) — Valuable  for  its  odd  and  beautiful  foli¬ 
age  effect.  Yellow  flower-heads  on  6  inch  stems.  20c  ea. 

ADENOPHORA  Lilifolia  (Lady  bells) — A  well  grown 
clump  of  this  Campanula-like  plant  will  attract  much 
attention  in  the  perennial  border.  Lavender-pink  bells 
over  a  long  period. 

ADIANTUM  Pedatum  (Maidenhair  Fern) — This  is  the 
hardy  kind  and  can  be  used  outside  in  a  shady  position. 

AJUGA  Reptans  rubra  (R) — Carpets  of  rich  bronzed- 
purple  leaves.  Blue  mint-like  flowers  on  4  to  6  inch 
stems.  Shade. 

ALYSSUM  Moellendorfianum  (R) — Smaller  and  more 
compact  than  A-Saxatile.  Yellow  blooms  in  spring.  Rare.

ANEMONE  Japonica  (Wind  flower) — Tall  and  stately, 
with  many  large  showy  flowers  in  shades  of  pink  and 
white.  Fall. 

ANTENNARIA  Dioica  tomentosa  (R) — Prostrate  grey¬ 
leaved,  native  creeper.  Odd  fuzzy  flower-heads  on  8 
inch  stems. 

AQUILEGIA  Mrs.  Scott  Elliott — The  best  strain  of  long- 
spur,  red  columbine,  in  many  beautiful  colors.  Summer. 
3  ft. 

ARABIS  Alpina,  Vatriegata  (R) — The  green  and  white 
foliage  makes  a  bright  spot  in  the  rockery  during  the 
entire  year. 

ARENARIA  Balerica  (R) — The  most  desirable  of  the 
Genus.  Absolutely  prostrate,  it  forms  a  living  cloth  of 
brightest  green,  covered  in  season  with  tiny  white 
stars  on  1  inch  stems.  25c.

CHRYSANTHEMUM  Alpinum  (R) — Atti'active  mats  of 
dark  green,  lacy  foliage.  Myriads  of  large  white  daiss  on 
short  stems. 

C  Kereanum  (R)— Recently  introduced  and  as  yet  not 
very  plentiful.  Very  hardy,  blooming  from  Sept,  to  Nov. 
Pink  buds  opening  white.  Lasts  well  as  a  cut  flower.

PENTSTEMON  Barbatus,  Torreyi-Tall,  graceful  stems 
set  with  thin:  scarlet  tubes  from  June  to  Sept.  Fine  for 
cutting. 

P-Granuiflora  (Shell-leaf  Pentstemon)  The  most  distinct 
of  the  taller  Pentstemons.  Attractive  large  blue-grey 
leaves.  Large  lavender-blue  flowers.  Attracts  much  at¬ 
tention.  20c. 

P-LrttttdttHi  (R)— -Dwarf,  native  evergreen  shrub,  covered 
with  spikes  of  bright  purple  flowers  all  summer.  20c.

POLYPODIUM  Dryopteris  (Oak-Fern) — Makes  large 
clumps  of  lacy  fronds  2  to  3  ft.  high.  Will  grow  in  dry 
spot  if  shaded. 

P-Glycyrriza  (Licorice-Fern) — Short  odd  shaped  fronds, 
found  growing  on  tree  trunks.  Easily  grown  in  dry 
ground. 

PRIMULA  Auricula  (Swedish  Primrose)  (R) — Rosettes 
of  thick  smooth  leaves,  large  flowers  of  various  colors, 
all  with  a  distinct  eye,  on  6  to  12  inch  stems,  in  early 
spring.  20c. 

P-Cortuisoides — Hardy  Siberian  species.  Crumpled  leaves 
and  tall  stems  of  graceful  pink  flowers,  in  late  spring.

P-Eliatior  (Polyanthus) — A  fine  mixture  of  this  popular 
bunch-Primrose  in  all  shades  and  colors.

Rocks  are  not  absolutely  essential  to  the  cultivation  of 
mountain  plants. 

Arenaria  balerica  will  cover  the  ground  under  trees,  if  it 
can  be  watered  occasionaly. 

For  pleasure  of  the  eye,  the  greatest  possible  variety 
should  be  planted. 

Dicentra  Formosa  will  add  interest  to  that  shady  spot. 

Read  the  flower  books  and  magazines  in  your  public 
library. 

Antennaria  Dioica,  tomentosa  will  add  interest  to  that 
dry  pocket  in  the  rockery. 

Everybody  ought  to  plant  something — a  tree,  a  bush, 
or  a  flower.  Watching  it  grow  adds  to  the  richness  of  life 

Try  Arctestaphylos  Uvi  Ursi  as  a  ground!  cover  for  that 
dry  spot,  it  is  permanent  and!  attractive  the  year  around 

You  can  always  find  a  four-leaf  clover,  if  you  plant 
Tri folium  purpureum,  it  is  the  true  shamrock. 

Euphorbia  cyparissima  is  beautiful  all  through  the
